TOKYO (UPI) - President 
Ford, protected by the tightest 
security seen here since World 
War II, arrived in Japan today 
on the first leg of his historic 
Far East tour. 
Within 20 minutes after the 
presidential jetliner Air Force 
One touched down at 3:27' p.m. 
(1:27 a.m . EST) at Haneda 
airport, Ford and his party had 
been 
whisked 
by 
American 
helicopter to the official state 
guest house in central Tokyo. 
A 21-gun salute boomed out 
across Tokyo Bay to welcome 
the first American President to 
visit Japan, and hundreds of 


carefully 
selected 
airport 
guests waved tiny rising sun 
flags as the smiling, waving 
Ford walked to his helicopter.

Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger walked along a 
red carpet through an official 
receiving line headed by U.S.

.after Samuel Littlefield, presi­ 
dent of UMW District 20, was 
fatally shot during a robbery 
attempt at his motel. 
UMW 
officials

the 
murder was not related to the 
contract talks. 
Littlefield, 54, was shot to 
death 
Friday 
evening 
just 
minutes after discussions on the 
proposed 
pact 
adjourned. 
Memorial services will be held 
today in his home town of 
Bessemler, Ala. 
The 
remaining 
37 
council 
members and other top mine 
union officials were expected to 
attend 
before 
returning 
to 
Washington to resume delibera­ 
tions Tuesday. 
The council began considera­ 
tion of the proposed contract, 
the first step in the union’s 
lengthy 
ratification 
process, 
Thursday. But their review had 
been going slower than expect­ 
ed even before the shooting. 
The unexpected three-day delay 
makes it virtually certain the 
strike will not end before early 
December 
Union sources said it would 
take “at least 
10 days” 
to 


complete the ratification proc­ 
ess a fte r resu m p tio n of the 
review and there were indica­ 
tions that the contract might be 
in trouble. 
The UMW’s 120.000 miners 
walked out Tuesday morning, 
shutting down mines nationwide 
but a tentative agreement was 
reached with the Bituminous 
Coal 
Operator’s 
Association 
Wednesday. 


He appeared somewhat tired 
after the long flight across the 
Pacific from Alaska.

as he stepped off his plane 
under sunny, partially cloudy 
skies with temperatures in the 
high 60s. 
Neither Emperor Hirohito nor 
Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka 
was at the airport and Ford 
had no official functions sche­ 
duled for Monday night after 
the nearly 20-hour flight which 
began Sunday in Washington.

124th 
Japanese sovereign in a line 
founded 2.634 years ago, and 
also will confer with Tanaka, 
who is fighting a battle for his 
political life because of allega­ 
tions of corruption. 
Tanaka ordered his cabinet

for Ford and his 
party. The national 'police were 
mobilizing a force of 160,000 
security men across the coun­ 
try for the five-day visit. 
Ford’s journey will take him, 
to the central Japanese cities of 
Kyoto and Osaka before he 
departs Friday for an overnight 
visit to Seoul.

the visit of President Ford as it 
is a major milestone in further

Saxbe Raps FBI 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Attorney General William 
B. Saxbe says the1 government must watch 'the FBI to 
make sure it never resumes secret activities directed 
against domestic groups like those it conducted in the 
I960'"s. Saxbe', who releases a Justice Department report 
today detailing FBI abuses ordered by the late J. Edgar 
Hoover, said there is actually no way to be sure the FBI 
won’t resort to such, tactics again. But he said such 
practices would not be tolerated during his tenure. “It 
won’t happen again while I ’m here,’’ Saxbe said during a 
televised, interview Sunday NBC’s "Meet the Press.” 


Tensions Eased On Golan Heights 


Israeli gunboats bombarded Palestinian targets 
along the Lebanese coast today, but diplomatic in­ 
tervention by the superpowers eased tensions on the 
Golan Heights. Israel vowed to keep its mobilized troops 
on war alert until Syria agrees to let U.N. truce observers 
keep patrolling the buffer zone between the opposing 
armies on the Golan Heights. A guerrilla spokesman in 
Beirut said eight Israeli gunboars fired cannon and 
machine guns for two hours early today against A1 
Rashidey, one of the largest Palestinian refugee camps in 
Lebanon. He said Arab guerrilla-and Lebanese solders 
fired back, but gave no estimate erf losses. The coastal 
camp, 47 miles south of Beirut, houses about 30,000 
refugees.

Soviet desires for a European 
Security Conference. 
Kissinger is known to believe 
chances for a U.S.-Soviet arms 
agreement are improved by the 
fact that the Watergate scandal 
is now largely a thing, of the 
past. 
Soviet officials are believed

leery 
about 
reaching any new SALT agree­ 
ment with Richard M. Nixon in 
Moscow last summer. 
The Russians are thought to 
view Ford now as a potential 
six-year man in the

Kissinger said Ford is well 
prepared for his first meeting 
with Brezhnev.

Today one m ay travel for 
miles along the four lanes oí 
U.S. 40 without encountering 
anything other than leisurely 
local 
traffic. 
The 
hectic, 
bustling through traffic has all 
been transferred to the newer 
.limited access Interstate 70. But 
if roads could, U.S. 40 would 
look with condesention on this 
upstart Interstate, for it is the 
great Grandaddy of all the 
Interstates - the first highway 
actually planned as a through­ 
way to link east with west. 
In the early days of our 
country, roads wrere built by 
people thinking in terms oí 
g ettin g from, one town 
to 
another - not from one edge of a 
continent to another. Travel by 
w ater was much preferred and 
roads were merely feeders 
to 
w aterw ay s, 
and 
la te r 
to 
railroads It w-as not until the 
coming of the automobile that 
this attitude changed. 
U.S. 40 began as a dream in 
the mind of President George 
Washington. A surveyor and 
soldier, he had a better notion of 
the vastness of this new country 
and for saw' the need for such a 
method of travel long before 
most of his countrymen... The 
first section of the National 
Road was actually built to speed 
movements of troops and was 
known as Braddock’s Road for 
the General wrho had it con­ 
structed 
as 
a 
part 
of 
our 
national defenses. 
Other sections were built as 
toll roads and turnpikes by 
private citizens without use of 
public funds. So at first it “just 
growed,” following the path of 
least resistance - buffalo and 
Indian trails 
- without 
any 
government 
planning 
or 
in­ 
fluence. 
It was not until 1806 that 
Congress finally passed a. bill to 
construct a road from Cum­ 
berland, Maryland to the Ohio 
River. Specifications called for 
a strip eighty feet wide to be 
cleared of timber, all large 
stum ps rem oved from 
the 
center section, that section to be 
graded to drain off w ater, and to 
be covered with crushed stone to 
a depth of ten inches. This w?as 
known as a Mac Adam road, for 
the English engineer who had 
thought of the idea, and con­ 
structed such a road between 
Philadelphia and Lancaster 
Pennsylvania 
in. 
1792. 
It 
is 
t h o u ^ h ^ ^ h ^ s ^ w a s th ^ f ir s t 


scientifically built section of 
road in the new world. 
So U.S. 40. which now stret­ 
ches from the Atlantic coast of 
New Jersey to the Pacific coast 
of California, began as a series 
of 
roads. 
Even 
though 
the 
government had taken over the 
planning, it still wandered 
somewhat as towns used their 
influence to get government 
surveyors to run it through their 
town and not a neighboring 
community. One editor of the 
times 
grumbled, 
“Roads 
in 
America, are built chiefly of 
politics, whereas the proper 
material is crushed rock.” 
Ttis first section of road was 
completed to Wheeling, West 
Virginia in 1818. New acts of 
C ongress 
extended 
it 
to 
Columbus, Ohio, and finally to 
Indiana... It took 34 separate acts 
of congress to get the road to 
Indianapolis. Later it was ex­ 
tended. to St. Louis and there 
was more or less abandoned as 
the government lost interest in 
its construction in the rtw craze 
of railroad building. Although it 
was graded to St.. Louis it was 
never macadamized beyond the 
Indiana-Illinois line. 
It 
w as 
1827 
before 
the 
government surveyor, Jonathan 
K night, 
began to work in 
Indiana. Actual construction in 
Indiana began in 1829 and was 
not completed until 1833. At the 
time of construction only four 
towns existed on the route - 
Richmond, 
Centerville, 
Indianapolis and Terre Haute. 
Towns sprang up overnight as 
the need grew for blacksmith 
shops, wagon repair shops, inns 
and taverns to cater to west­ 
ward 
moving 
citizens. 
Knightstown was one of these 
tow'ns and was named for the 
surveyor who laid out the route 
of the highway. At that time, 
Indianapolis was a town of 700. 
Even though it was not much 
of a road by today ’s standards. 
m

in those days it was the only 
road there was and a steady 
stream of travelers going west 
passed over it every day. 
Possibly the greatest year of 
travel in those early days was 
1848 when gold was discovered 
in California. It is estimated 
that 300.000 wealth seeking 
Am ericar. went west that year. 
Catering to their needs was big 
business. 
Although most travelers had 
their own wagons to carry their 
possessions, there were also 
many stage coach lines that 
sprang up to accomodate those 
who did not wish to be bothered 
with 
carrying 
possessions 
themselves. These lines were 
individually owned and there 
might or might not be con­ 
nections with one line at the end 
of another line. Travelers were 
often obliged to hike to the next 
line. 
U.S. 40 became a Post Road - 
that is, regular mail routes were 
established. Though mail might 
be delivered just once a week, it 
took only sixty hours for a Post 
rider to go from Washington 
DC. to Indianapolis. The Post 
R iders 
w ere 
m en 
of c o n ­ 
sequence, drove only the best 
horses and were announced by 
horns as they entered a town. 
Regular freight routes were 
established. The drivers of these 
freight wagons were also a sort 
of aristocracy in frontier towns. 
They 
formed 
a 
W aggoner's 
Guild, or Union, and considered 
themselves a. little superior to 
ordinary mortals. Children of 
those 
days 
dream ed 
of 
becoming a Waggoner or a Post 
Rider as today’s children might 
d ream 
of 
becom ing 
an 


astronaut. 
In 1.848 the U.S. government 
lost interest in the National 
Road and turned it over to the 
states through which it. passed. 
The states looked on their new 
possession som ething as a 
bachelor might look at a baby 
left on his doorstep. It was 
unwanted. They leased parts of 
the road to private companies 
who were supposed to keep it 
re pa i red. 
A n y 
i m pro vements 
were left up to local com ­ 
munities. 
Later 
a 
law 
was 
passed 
allow ing 
property 
owners to work out their taxes 
by working on the repair and 
upkeep of roads. It was not until 
1917 that Indiana got a State 
Highway Departm ent and state 


license taxes and users fees did 
not exist until 1923. 
Now when highways are a 
vital part of our lives and take a 
large share of our tax dollars, 
U S 40 may have lost her im ­ 
portance as m ajor traffic route, 
but 
she 
will 
always 
be 
a 
nostalgic link to our Hoosier 
past.

MINING FLAP IN MONTANA 
The United States is growing increasingly edgy over 
the export of its food and energy. The Ford ad­ 
ministration’s halt on grain sales to the Soviet Union has 
an important parallel in the sudden cancellation of plans 
to ship Western strip-mineS coal to Japan 


The Western strip-mine controversy presents a vary 
complicated picture Beneath the land surface of states 
from Arizona and New' Mexico north to the Canadian 
border lie perhaps 85 billion tons of coal, worth $300 billion 
through conversion to pipeling gas alone 


The Japanese already buy a third of all coal the 
United States exports. But this is so-called metallurgical, 
coal from Appalachia, a high-grade coal used in metals 
industries Japan like other nations is trying to reduce its 
dependence on oil and would like to buy the lower-grade 
Western coal to use in its utilities industry. 


But the Japanese have suddenly backed out of a 
Montana coal development project that involved building 
a 'docksi.de coal facility in Astoria, Oregon. The political 
reaction in the Western states and in Congress threatens 
to jeopardize Japan's current as well as future coal 
purchases 


Ranchers and environmentalists argue that the 
Japanese coal deal — which so far has involved only a 
12,000-ton shipment for a test burn under Japanese boilers 
— casts doubt over federal plans to develop Western coat 
reserves to make the United States more energy in­ 
dependent. 


Meanwhile, back in Washington, House and Senate 
conferees have been trying to forge compromises in 
federal stripmining legislation. The main unresolved 
issues include environmental standards for reclaiming 
stripped land, and how long interim regulations should 
last. 


The suggestion that the Western coal reserves are fair 
game for export could well strengthen the position of 
those who want staffer environmental standards. 


At the least, Mr Ford and Congress will have to step 
up to the issue of American food and energy resource 
exports. Not only are American trade and payments 
balances involved, but world economic progress depends 
on continuing the trend toward freer trade 


In exchange for cooperation among major oil im ­ 
porters in opposing the oil cartel, the United States will 
have to be willing to share its own massive energy 
reserves, 


Of course, what must be avoided are massive 
dislocations within domestic markets, such as occurred in 
food prices after the 1972 Soviet grain deal.

Union and on strip-mined coal sales to Jap an reveal 
protectionist reactions and a lack of long-range resource- 
sharing policies

It places such 
donations in the same category 
as money given to a church or 
educational institution. Con­ 
servative politicians claim this 
is acceptable.

The deduction 
method will receive committee 
approval and sponsorship. . .the 
“Check-off” will be introduced

It all appears to be a question 
of semantics. Claim a deduc­ 
tion, it reduces taxable income, 
and the state receives fewer 
dollars.

Governor Otis R. Bowen 


■ N one of us looks forw ard to 
paying taxes. But what angers us 
more is the knowledge that som e 
may e s c a p e paying their lawful 
share. 
Their number is getting smaller 
— in Indiana, at least — because 
com puters and better auditing pro­ 
c e d u re s now en able the sta te to 
check on the validity of returns and 
keep track of delinquents. 
In 1973, Indiana’s Departm ent of 
Revenue com pleted the transition 
to an automated delinquent tax col­ 
lectio n sy stem w hich u se s co m ­ 
puters to handle billings, tax re­ 
turns and com parisons of state tax 
returns with federal tax returns. 
In 1970 — under the old system 
— about $5.5 million in delinquent 
taxes were collected. 
In the fiscal year ending last 
June — using new methods — that 
total nearly tripled, to $16.5 million. 
But the system d o e sn ’t: just trace 
violators. It provides a better way 
to correct errors that taxpayers or 
government officials may make. In 
num erous cases, delinquent tax. bill­ 
ings are issued because taxpayers 


didn't properly fill out the forms, or 
b e c a u s e th e s ta te d id n ’t h a v e 
enough information at its disposal. 
T he n ew s y s te m 1 f a c i l i t a t e s 
straightening out these problems. 
Revenue officials em phasize the 
im portance of contacting the In­ 
d ia n a D e p a rtm e n t of R e v e n u e 
when a taxpayer thinks a billing is 
incorrect or not justified. 
First, it will hasten the resolving 
of the problem. 
Second, it could prevent more 
serious trouble. Under the law, if 
no response, explanation or pay­ 
ment is received, certain required 
procedures take effect. Ultimately, 
they result in a tax warrant against 
the taxpayer, which has the effect 
of a lien against his property. 
The Indiana Departm ent of Reve­ 
nue hopes to im plem ent another 
program to better monitor the In­ 
diana incom e of som e 5,000 out-of- 
state corporations currently doing 
business in the Hoosier state. This 
program will require legislation to 
increase the number of auditors. 
B e tte r c o lle c tio n p r o c e d u r e s 
serve the millions of Indiana tax­ 
payers who do pay promptly.

A historian 
commenting on the outbreak of 
World War I has noted that a

A fter so 
many heated words had been 
exchanged, no one could back 
off and the conflict was on.

The Scriptures 
tell us that it was God’s desire to 
walk and talk with man. Speech 
is the gift of the creator to us so 
that might com m unicate not 
only with each other but also 
with Him.

In the book of Psalms, David 
writes constantly about using 
his lips to praise God.

Wholesale Price Of 
Sugar Increases Again 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
nation’s biggest sugar company 
Friday raised the wholesale 
price of grocery sugar 7 per 
cent to 65.9 cents a pound in the 
third price hike in as many 
weeks and more increases were 
in the offing. 
The action by Am star Corp., 
which markets sugar under the 
Domino label, was certain to 
touch off more price hikes on 
sugar purchased by consumers. 
Amstar also raised by more 
than 10 per cent the price of 
industrial sugar, signaling high­ 
er prices for such products as 
soft drinks, candy and sugar- 
coated cereals. 
Amstar raised the price of 12 
five-pound bundles .f grocery 
sugar to $39.54, or 65.9 cents a 
pound, from. $36.90, or 61.5 
cents a pound. 
A spokesmakn for Amstar said 
the 
higher 
wholesale 
and 
industrial prices were prompted 
by higher 'prices, for raw sugar 
on world markets. "The raw 
sugar price has been going up 


almost every day since Septem­ 
ber,” he said. “We are catching 
up. We're doing what we have 
to do here.” 
The spot price of raw sugar 
on 
the 
New 
York 
market 
Friday 
rose 
2 
cents, 
the 
maximum allowable increase 
for one day, to 58. cents a 
pound, indicating still higher 
wholesale and retail prices in 
the next few weeks. 
Based on the current raw 
price and the addition of costs 
for refining, packaging and 
wholesaling, the consumer 
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pound or more in the near 
future. 
Since Jan. 1, when a pound of 
sugar sold for 18 cents, the 
supermarket price has skyrock­ 
eted more than 300 per cent to 
60 to 65 cents a pound. 
A sugar industry spokesman 
blamed the soaring prices on 
high 
demand 
and

short 
supply caused by crop failures 
in the United States, Europe 
and the Soviet 
Union. 
“An 
additional factor is involved 
with Middle East speculation,” 
he said. ‘The oil magnates are 
heavily investing in the sugar 
commodity."
